Transit Commission Announces 
$25,000,000 Passenger Sub- 
way Will Be Put Ahead. 


CITY CLUB ATTACKS PLAN 


Barometer Fund Means Ejight-Cent 
Fare, Dr. Wilcox Says—*Ab- 
surd,’”’ Replies McAneny. 


Ending the first series of hearings on 
the preliminary plan for the rehabilita- 
| tion cf the transit system of the city, 
the Transit Commission yesterday as- 
sured Staten Island citizens that a sub- 
way tunnel for them was first on the 
} list of major construction operations 
and heard a criticism of the barometer 
{fund of the transit plan by City Club 
representatives as ‘‘ Utopian in _ its 
| Virtues and Machievellian in its vices.” 

During the reading of a thirty-five 

| page criticism of the plan by Dr. Delos 
IF’, Wilcox, representing the City Club, 
the three Commissioners kept up a run- 
|ning fire of debate with him, and Chair- 
}man George McAneny asserted that the 
statement represented ‘‘destructive criti- 
cism.’’ He urged the City Club repre- 
| sentatives to report back to the com- 
| mission some sugestions for changes to 
take the place of the parts they dis- 
liked, and they promised to return next 
| month. 
The main attack of the City Club was 
j}made upon the barometer fund. Giving 
jthe transit properties an imaginary 
| value and applying the experience of the 
,Cleveland barometer fund, Dr. Wilcox 
| predicted that the flexible fare would be 
jincreased at‘the rate of one cent a year 
until, at the beginning of the fourth 
year, it would reach eight cents. 
one point Dr. Wilcox offered to leave 
the stand, but Chairman McAneny told 
him to ‘‘ go ahead in your own way.” 





““T must take exception to the use of | 


any capital figures of that description 
as a basis for you to consider,’ said 
Mr. McAneny. ‘‘ They have no place 
whatever in this argument. What is 
the sense of seting up a capitalizatior 
of that huge sum ‘based upon a ratio 
prevailing in some other city and then 
making further deductions of annual 
| charges based on that? Why, it is ab- 
| surd, Mr. Wilcox.” 


City Club Witness Offers to Quit. 


“‘Well, Mr. Chairman, if that is ab- 
| surd,’”’ was the reply, ‘‘ then we might 
as well-quit until we know what your 
valuations are.’’ 
| ‘* IT should-say in this line of your ar- 
| gument, having in view the process you 
| adopt, that would be a great deal bet- 
| ter,” said Mr. McAneny, 
| ‘* Would you like to have me quit 
here?’’ asked the witness. 

‘‘ No, read on as much as you like,’ 
answe.ed the Chairman. ‘‘ {I simply say 
in passing that you are getting into a 
realm of figures that have so little rele- 
vance to the subject that it is absurd to 
give them so much time.” 

’ The plea for the Staten Island tunnel 
was made by George Cromwell, former 
Borough President of Richmond and a 
member of the Tunnel Comittee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He pointed out 
that Staten Island, with good transit, 
offered vast possibilities of growth 
population. and that ‘‘the crowding o 
our ferryboats is now increasing at al- 
most the same rate as the crowding of 
the subway trains.” 

Discussion turned to the Smith bill, 
passed by the last Legislature, which 
requires the Board of Estimate within 
two years from the date of the enact- 
ment to proceed with the construction 
of a combination freight and passenger 
j;tunnel for Staten Island. Chairman 
McAneny pointed out that both the 
Transit Commission engineers and the 


” 


Port Commission engineers had decided ' 


that it was virtually impossible to carry 
both freight and passengers in the same 
tunnel. 

‘“‘TIt is our present purpose to include 
@ passenger tunnel to Staten Island,’’ 
said Mr. McAneny, ‘‘ which will iink 
it with the Fourth Avenue 
way and bring the Staten Island 
traffic directly to Manhattan as one of 
the first items in our general program. 
We are quite prepared, if funds are 
made available, to go ahead with the 
construction of such a tunnel. Whether 


a freight tunnel is built or not we are! 


not prepared to put our passenger traf- 
fic in a freight tunnel. 

‘‘We have been informed by our en- 
gineers that if a freight tunnel is to be 
built and a passenger tunnel built 
alongside it, two tracks in each, that 
joint construction would reduce the cost 
of either 40 per cent. of what it would 
be if they were undertaken as original 
and separate ventures., 


Staten Island Tunnel! Promised. 


‘*“You may be assured that we will 
proceed with our plans for the building 
of a passenger tunnel, either to be inde- 
pendent of or linked up with some other 
enterprise of that character, without any 


delay. Our ability to carry out that 
plan will, of course, depend upon the 
co-operation of the Board of Estimate 
}and Apportionment. I do not think there 
can be any reasonable doubt that the 
‘development of Richmond ought to be 
| put away to the front in the plan for 
oe future development of the city it- 
| self.’’ 

Chairman McAneny said that there 
was no change in the plan to link up 
this new tunnel. with the Fourth Ave- 
nue, or 5 subway, at Eighty- 
sixth Street, Bay Ridge, and run on ex- 
press tracks a large part of the dis- 
tance. The cost probably will be about 
$25,000,000. The Chairman also said 
that it was the intention to study some 
plan of transfer of passengers so that 
the subway rider from Manhattan or 
Brooklyn could transfer to Staten Island 
trolleys and even to the steam lines of 
the Staten Island Rapid Transit Com- 
pany for a single fore of 5 cents. 

Fulfilling its announcement that it 
would hear any citizen who wished to 
speak on the preliminary plan, the com- 
mission yesterday listened to about eight 
witnesses, some of whom spoke as indi- 
viduals. The examination was conducted 
by Colonel Howard T. Kingsbury, coun- 
sel for the commission. 

In his criticism of the barometer fund, 

Dr. Wilcox used figures based on un 
estimated value of the properties, and 
gave his idea as to how circumstances 
would hold the fare at 6 cents. He 
told how the flexible fare might be re- 
duced by circumstances to 4 cents, and 
described conditions ynder which “it 
might be to the interest of the bond- 
holders and the operating personnel to 
increase the expenses of operation to 
force the restoration of the 5-cent fare 
so that they might be able to get the 
full amount of the 3 per cent. bonus to 
which they would be entitled rather 
{than have to be content with one-third 
of the 4 per cent. bonus to which the 
4-cent fare would entitle them, but 
which at that rate of fare could not be 
earned.” 


Predicts an 8-Cent Fare. 


Dr. Wilcox said that a deficiency of 
$36,000,000 in the first year would wipe 
out the barometer fund of $25,000,000. 
and create an actual deficit of $11,000,- 
000, requiring a 6-cent fare. The same 


costs of operation in that year would 
leave another deficit, he said, and raise 
the fare to 7 cents. ‘This could not be 
wiped out in one year, he said, and the 
fare then would. have to go up to 8 
cents, 

“Do you mind if I tell a story 
apropos of this passage of your state- 
ment?” asked Chairman McAneny. 

‘*] should like it very much,’’ replied 
the witness. 

‘It is the story of the small boy who 
pestered his father very much one eve- 
ning with his arithmetic lessons for the 
next day,’”’ said the Chairman. ‘ Final- 
ly, the father had a happy idea and sug- 
gested to Johnny, to keep him quiet for 
@ reasonable length of time, that he

work out this sum for him: ‘There is 
a cat; it has fallen down a /vell, and 
every time she gets up two feet on her 
way out she falls back three.

‘“‘ But Johnny was quiet for an hour or 
so and then spoke up and said, ‘ Father, 
if you get me two more slates I think I 
can have that cat in hell by morning!

All three of the Commissioners took 
part in the questioning when Commis- 
sioner Leroy T. Harkness asked whether 
the City Club favored municipal. opera- 
tion of the subways. 

“Your alternative is municipal opera- 
tion, isn’t it?’ asked Commissioner 
Harkness. ‘‘Isn't that what you are 
really for?” ss 

‘‘ Personally, I think. that is true, 
said Dr. Wilcox. 5, 

“Now that Is your point of view, 
asserted Commissioner Harkness. I 
would like-to go further and have the 
whole thing out in the open. Js that 
the attitudee of the City Club? 


City Club Not for City Operation. 


“The City Club has not taken any 
such position,’”’ replied Dr. Wilcox. 

‘‘You have written this paper,’’ said 
the Commissioner, ‘‘and your whole 
point of view is municipal operation. 
You say the City Club has adopted it, 
I want to know whether the Committee 
on Public Service of the City Club itself 
is in favor of municipal operation.’’ 

‘“T can’t tell you,” said, Dr. Wilcox. 

‘But isn’t this an argument for mu- 


nicipal operation? '’ asked the Commis- 
sioner. ‘‘ What else can it be?” 

‘The man who hears the argument 
will have to judge,”’ replied Dr. Wilcox, 
‘*How about the man who wrote it? 

asked Chairman McAneny. 

‘‘He says he is for municipal opera- 
tion,’’ remarked Commissioner Jonn F 
O’Ryan. 

‘The club has never stood, nor does 
it stand now, for municipal operation,’’ 
said Henry C. Wright, Chairman of the 
club’s 'Committee on Public Service. 
‘“‘The general purport of this memo- 
randum is to set forth the club’s inter- 
pretation of the plan." 

The representatives of the club said 
that there were many good features of 
the plan but that ‘* these proposals are 
interwoven with dangerous elements 
which need to be cleared up before much 
favorable comment can be made.”’ 

“'The City Club was opposed to the 
legislation under which the ‘Transit 
Commission is operating,’’ said_ the 
memorandum, ‘‘ both because of doubt 


|as to the workability of the flexible fare 
(scheme and through disapproval of the 


denial of all city participation in the 

solution of local traction problems. 
Discussing the valuations, the memo- 

randum says that the commission should 


'not include costs for obsolete items that 


have never been written out of the cap- 
ital accounts. It adds also that the com-

Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
and its bondholders to surrender the 
|contracts which guarantee them prefer- 
iential payments out of profits before 
‘the city’s share is paid.

/fore they would abrogate the lease under

“It would be grossly unfair to the 
public to buy off the Manhattan stock- 
holders without deducting the amount of 
the ransom from the estimated value of 
|the Interborough’s subway leases.’’ 

Lines left out of the unified plan, the 
memorandum adds, might keep running 
as competitors, but Commissioner Hark- 
ness said that they couldn't unless the 


regulatory bodies were derelict in their | 


duties. 
Calls City Representation Short. 


The memorandum runs over the ques- 
tion of amortization and financing, and 


then complains of the shortage of city | 
representation on the proposed Board of | 


Control and the boards of the three pro- 
posed operating companies. 

‘“‘The public will have assumed the 
risk,’’ it adds, ‘‘ but the city will have 


minority membership on the financial 
board, and no representation at all on 
|the operating boards. The seventh mem- 
ber of the Board of Control Will be 
selected by agreement between the city 
members and the company members, or 
in the event of their failure to agree, by 
the Transit Commission or its succes- 
sor. 

“This is in effect an, arbritration 
scheme, with the Transit Commission in 
a position to appoint the ‘ impartial ar- 
bitrator “who as Chairman of the Board 
jand holding the balance of power will 
{be the king-pin in the whole machinery. 
Everything will depend on the seventh 
|member. If we are to judge from ex- 
perience elsewhere, there is little likeli- 
hood that the city and the companies 
will be able to agree on a person for 
that place. The matter will undoubted- 
ly work out where the controlling mem- 
ber will be a representative of the State. 
| The city will have the form without the 
substance of power, even within the 
rather narrow limits to which the Board 
, of Control is to be confined. 

‘““At the same time, the City Direc- 
‘tors, though a minority, will have 
| enough power to make trouble, if they 
| are politically inclined, but will not have 
enough res, onsibility to be held account- 
able for the trouble they make. The 
| whole theory of partnership between a 
! municipal corporation and private inter- 
ests in the control of a distinctly pub- 
lic function out of which profit can be 
made is based upon an erroneous theory. 





A Board of Control constituted as pro-| 


posed by the Commission will have two 
masters to serve. To know what will 


happen in such a case one needs only to: 


consult the Scriptures. 
have control, not minority representa- 
tion, if the public interests are to be 
predominant, as they should be.’’ 


Flexible Fare Criticised. 
Dr. Wilcox then reviewed the use of 


the flexible fare in other cities, where, | 


|he said, it had failed, and added: 
‘* The commission proposes to take rate 
regulation out of the realm of Govern- 


mental discretion. This branch of. the 
police power is to be bargained away, 


|and the immemorial right of the public ; 
; to demand that the rates charged by a | 


common carrier for its service shall 
|mever be higher than the service is rea- 
'sonably worth is to be canceled. The 
| rights of the car riders are to be wholly 


subordinated to the rights of the in- | 


vestors, and the social aspects of fare 
regulation are to be thrown into the 
discard. 

‘* Hereafter, only one voice will have 
the right to be heard, and that is the 
voice of the investor. Everything is to 
be subordinated to fiscal requirements. 
If, through changes in economic condi- 


| tions, the true value of the traction prop- | 


erties should shrink even to 50 per cent. 
of the valuation fixed by the commis- 
sion, the fare payers of that day will 
not have the right to have rates fixed 
in accordance with the true cost of ser- 
vice under conditions then prevailing, 
but will be under the thraldom of the 
dead hand. 

“The ‘round city,’ about which we 
heard so much a few years ago; the de- 
velopment of suburban areas; the dis- 
tribution of transit costs according to 
benefits, and all other items of munici- 
pal policy for the adaptation of transit 
charges to the requirements of the city 
plan are to be relegated to the limbo of 
forgotten dreams. 

*‘ A mathematical device, magical and 
automatic, is to be substituted for in- 
formed human discretion in the. per- 
formance of one of the most difficult 
functions of government and one that 
requires frequent readjustment to chang- 
ing conditions. The commission does 
not propose to. try the device experi- 
mentally, but to install it irrevocably 
and to subject the transit destinies of 
this metropolis for the period of a gen- 
eration or two to the highly speculative 
operation of a new mechanical device, 

“The doubt is raised whether as a 
matter of law this mechanical substi- 
tute for the police power can be made 
a valid part of a contract. Much has 
been said about the city’s ‘ frozen cred- 
it’ under existing conditions. Under the 
flexible fare, regulated by an inflexible 
automatic device set up by the commis- 
sion on the basis of an unchangeable 
valuation, the people of New York will 
clearly have a long case of ‘ frozen po- 
lice power’ so far as transit matters 
are concerned. . 

“It would seem that the experience 
of other cities combines with sound 
theory to indicate that an unlimited 
self-acting mathematical device for fare 
regulation, such as the Transit Com- 
mission proposes for New York is Uto- 
pian in its virtues and Machiavellian in 
its vices. 

‘‘The Board of Control will have sole 
power to abrogate or modify contracts, 
surrendering whatever city advantages 
it may choose to give up. Instead of 
having the right, as of old, to negotiate 
tramchise grants upon conditions, the 
city will be privileged to sit by and see 


the automatic fare-regulater work.” ~

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Rough Element at Ardmore in 
Open Defiance of Law 
and Order. 


BETTER CITIZENS AROUSED 


‘HT 


Ask Governor to Declare Martial 
Law as Sheriff Dares Them 
to Oust Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ARDMORE, Okla., Dec. 21.—In this 
city where the ‘‘two-gun man” has 
held out as a survival from the old days 
of the West, when readiness at the 
“‘ draw "’ stood in lieu of police protec- 
tion, there is a situation that is fast 
developing into open defiance of all 
forms of law and order.. An outlaw ele- 
ment that seems to have no fear of 
interference by the locai authorities, is 
held responsible for three recent killings, 
| 


and probably many others before. 

The better class of citizens are aroused 
over the situation. They have gone 
before the Governor of the State asking 
him to declare martial law in this 
county and aid in driving out the evil- 
doers. 

The leader in this movement is the 
| Rev. Charles C. Wieth, pastor of the 
| First Presbyterian Church. As a re- 
|} sult of his activities, he received the | 
; following note of warning, it was 
learned today: 

*Mr. -Rev. Wieth, if you value your 
life, you will leave town at once.”’ 

This was regarded here as formal no- 
tice by the lawless element of its de- 
termination to resist all efforts to clean 
up the city and county, and no one fa- 
|miliar with the situation doubts that 
es will be made to carry out the 
{threat contained in the note, not only 
against Mr. Wieth, but against any oth- 
ers who are active in seeking an end 
to crime that hides behind masks and 
shoots from the dark. 

At the same time, Sheriff ‘‘ Buck ”’ 
Garrett, one of the picturesque figures 
of the Southwest, took issue with Mr. 
Wieth and other members of the dele- 
gation that called on the Governor and 
asked that ouster proceedings be brought 
against Garrett and other officials. 

Garrett, whose political following is 
large and loyal, issued what virtually 
was an ultimatum to those who are criti- 
cising his conduct, daring them to bring 
the ouster proceedings. 

The situation today is more tense than 
jever. It is felt that very little light on 
; the killing of three men at Wilson, near 
here, last Thursday night, was shed by 
the alleged confession of J. A. Gilliam, 
an ofl operator, one of the seventeen 
men held in connection with the crime. |

| though thirteen men remain charged} 
| with the murder of Joe Carroll, who is |

five others having been released on ball. | 
| Preliminary hearings of the accused 
j}men will be held tomorrow afternoon, 
it was announced by -County Attorney} 
Mathers today. Whether these will de- 
{velop any concrete evidence concerning | 
ithe activities of the masked riders is} 
problematical. 

The Ku Klux Klan is not discussed | 
here. In fact, its existence in this com- | 
munity is denied. Yet there have been | 
killings done by men who operated much | 
after the manner of the Klan. It was 
| maintained that the activities of the| 
'masked men were in the direction of 
law enforcement, although it was ad-! 
mitted that the method used was illegal. |

IMPORTERS HERE 


Charges Them With Profiteer- 
ing and Trying to Defeat 
Legislation by Deception. 


UPHOLDS VALUATION PLAN 


But Mann Tells Him Neither He 
Nor Any One Else Under- 
stands the Scheme.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Chairman 
Fordney of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, stirred up both Republicans and 
Democrats in the. House today, when 
he defénded the American valuation 
plan provided for in the Tariff bill 
pending in the Senate and charged that 
American importers were conducting 
widespread propaganda to break it down. 
His ¢harges and assertions caused 
frequent interruptions from both sides 
of the chamber, and at times the de- 
bate waxed warm. 

Although the Republican side of the 
House was largely sympathetic toward 
Mr. Fordney’s advocacy of the Ameri- 
can valuation plan, it was not entirely 
so, for Representative Mann, of Chi- 
cago, former Republican leader, said 
he had never been able to understand 
|the plan, nor had he ever heard any 
one on the floor, including Chairman 
Fordney, who did. This dissent in his 
| own ranks did not deter Mr. Fordney, 
' who insisted that American valuation 
| was the ‘‘only logical solution of the 
| present day economic conditions.”’ 

Mr. Fordney provoked one rather 
warm interruption while arguing that 
/importers made enormous profits, by 
| stating that a Chicago department 
|store charged $5 for a knife which 


could be bought in Germany for 9.6 
cents. 

‘‘T have had a number of invoices 
examined, covering importations by .the 
| particular department store selling “the 
9-cent knife for the modest price of 
| $5,”’ said Mr. Fordney, ‘‘ and the store 
is spending large sums of money to lead 
you and me to believe that they have 
the country’s general welfare at heart, 
while at the same time making all man- 
ner of misstatements in order to defeat 
American valuation.’’ 


Favors 1,000 Per Cent. Duty. 


Commenting on the alleged profits on 
the knives, Representative Tincher de- 
clared that he favored a duty of 1,000 
per cent. on some commodities if neces- 
sary to protect American labor, manu- 


facturers and consumers from profiteers 
in the United States. 

‘‘ Let there be a few more statements 
on this side of the House that the Re- 
publicans are in favor of a tariff duty 
of 1,000 Fed cent. and there will not be 
enough Republicans here to gather to- 
gether in one aisle,’’ said Representative 
Mann. ‘‘I have been here long enough 
to know that.’”’ 

‘‘ Well, if the Republicans favor the 
destruction of American institutions they 
ought to be put out of the House,’’ coun- 
tered Mr. Fordney. 

‘‘ While legislation in regard to lynch- 
ing is before the House,’’ said Mr. Ford- 
ney, ‘it is a most opportune time to 
discuss the insidious propaganda con- 
ducted by the importer against the 
tariff program. Opposition to the tariff 
bill does not come from the American 
producer or the man who sells chiefly 
| American-made products, but from the 
man who produces abroad and the man 
whose chief interest is in bringing the 
product of cheap foreign labor to the 
American market. 

‘“‘The importer-is working to defeat or 
|delay tariff legislation, and to accom- 
| plish his end he is centring his criti- 
cism on the American valuation plan, 
without which, because of chaotic world 
conditions, it will be most difficult to 
write a tariff measure at this time that 
will afford the slightest measure of pro- 
tection against countries where protec- 
tion is most needed.” 


Tells of Idle Factories. 


Competitive products were coming upon 
'the American market at far less than 
; the American cost of production, Mr. 
| Fordney said, with the result that many 


|! American manufacturing institutions 
| were idle and many American citizens 
| were out of employment. 

“Shall we continue to permit the im- 
| porter to pull the wool over our eyes 
| and deceive us into protecting him in his 
| methods of profiteering?’’ he continued. 
i ‘The average American retailer who 
| has no foreign connection or facility for 
i importing is placed at a tremendous dis- 
}advantage on account of the unfair 
| competition. 
| ‘It is my confident prediction that our 
‘ total -foreign commerce will show a 
marked gain if an adequate tariff policy 
!is adopted. It is also my prediction that 
| if the present tariff policy continues 
; our total foreigh trade will continue to 

diminish. It has been proved in the 
‘ past, and will be proved again, that a 
‘healthy trade cannot be built up on in- 
| dustrial idleness in the United States. 

‘““We must not be led astray by the 
importérs’ propaganda. It is true -that 
the importer is exerting a tremendous 
influence on the retailer through mis- 
representations and otherwise, and the 
retailer is exerting a tremendous influ- 
ence on the press of the country. 'Thére 
has come to my attention an instance 
where a large department store spend- 
ing tremendous sums in the daily papers 
has brought influence to bear to pre- 
vent the press from publishing infor- 
mation favorable to the tariff. program 
we are trying to formulate.” 











Oldfield Speaks for Democrats.

ANSWERS FORDNEY’S CHARGE. 


National Council of Importers Cites 
Opponents of Valuation Plan. 


In answer to Representative Fordney’s 
assertion ih the House yesterday that 
selfish interests were behind the efforts 
to kill the American valuation plan in 
the Fordney tariff bill, the National 
Council of American Importers and 
Traders issued a statement declaring 
that this plan would incréase the prices 
of domestic goods, would put an end to 
America’s foreign commercé, would in- 
crease the difficulties of international 
exchange, would decrease our tariff rev- 
enue and would injure American farm- 
ers. 

Among the “‘selfish’’ interests listed 
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by the council in answer to Mr. Ford- 
ney’s attack is the American Bankers’ 
Association, which passed resolutions 
condemning the so-called American valu- 
ation plan. So, it is stated, did the -Na- 
tional Retail! Dry Goods Association, 
while almost 100 economists throughout 
the country condemned the plan as un- 
wise and uneconomic, in a symposium 
gathered by the New York University, 
and James C. Noonan, President of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, and other labor leaders em- 
phatically protested against its passage. 

The council cites as opposihg the plan 
members of the American Manufac- 
turers’ Export Association ; a consumers’ 
committee of women, non-partisan and 
non-political, made up of leading women 
throughout the country ; farmers, 
through the American Farm Bureau; 
leading Chambers of Commerce, includ- 
ing those of ‘Chicago, Detroit and Phil- 
adelphia; Samuel Vauclain, Carrie Chap- 
inan Catt, Otto Kahn, David R. Forgan, 
John Wanamaker, Irving Fisher and 
several trade publications. 


HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS 
TO CONGRESS LIBRARY 


President, at Hughes’s Suggestion, 
Orders Precious Papers Moved 
From State Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 21.—President 
Harding, at the suggestion of Secretary 
Hughes, has issued an executive order 
transferring from the State Department 
to the Library of Congress a number of 
precious historical documents, including 
the Articles of Confederation, the journal 
of the convention which framed the Con- 
stitution of the United States, Jeffer- 
son’s rough draft of the Declaration of 
Independence, James Madison’s notes of 
debates in the Constitutional Convention, 
a number of Continental Congress 
papers, the Franklin papers, the Jeffer- 
son papers and the Madison papers. 

In 1903 President Roosevelt ordered 
the trangfer to the Library of Congress 
of the historical papers which had been 
placed in the State Department before 
there was any other depository suitable 
for them, and the major part of the great 
Jefferson, Madison, Hamilton, Franklin 
and Monroe collections and the papers 
of the Continental Congress were then 
turned over to the Library. President 
Roosevelt’s order, however, permitted 
the State Department to make a sbelec- 
tion of papers which it retained .because 
they were supposed to have special ref- 
erence to foreign affairs and to the for- 
mation of the Constitution. 

These are the papers which now go to 
join the main collection of which they 
are a part. The President recently 
ordered that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution be trans- 
ferred to.the Library of Congress, and 
this led the way to the order of Dec. 19, 
1921. 

The object sought by this transfer is 
to concentrate in the Library of Con- 


gress the recoras of the Government be- 
fore the formation of the Constitution 
and the personal papers of an historical 
character which the Government has 
acquired from time to time and which 
formerly were deposited in the State 
Department. The manuscript division 
of the Library of Congress, which now 
has one of the largest collections of his- 
torical manuscripts in the world, is 
thought to be the most fitting place for 
these papers, and the action taken at 
the Seeretary of State’s suggestion will, 
it is believed, be welcomed by American 
historical students and scholars. 


HARDING ABANDONS 
CHRISTMAS CANDLES 


Told by Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories It Would Invite Fatal 
Fires, Cancels Arrangement. 


The plan of President and Mrs. Har- 
ding to place lighted candles in the win- 
dows of the White House on Christmas 
Eve, following a custom they once re- 
vived in their home town, Marion, Ohio, 
was abandoned yesterday after the 
President had been informed in a tele- 
gram from George B. Muldaur, General 
Agent for the Underwriters’ Laborato- 
ries of this city, that the scheme was 
fraught -with danger. Assurance that 
the Hardings would forego their inten- 
tion of illuminating the White House 
by candle was given in a reply wired 
by Secretary Christian to Mr. Muldaur, 
who formerly was Executive Secretary 
of the Aimerican Society of Safety Engi- 
neers. The telegram from Mr, Christian 
read: 

‘There will be no lighted candles in 
the White House Christmas Eve. The 
Presidént would not approve an exam- 
ple which you believe so fraught with 
danger.”’ 

The_ belief that the example of the 
Presideent, in placing lighted candles in 
windows where a fitful gust of wind 
might bring about the ignition of fly- 
ing draperies, _might be followed 
throughout the country, with the likeli- 
hood of needless loss of life and prop- 
erty, Was expressed by safety engineers 
after Mr. Muldaur had wired the follow- 
ing message to the President: 

‘““Today’s Washington dispatches an- 
nounce that the White House windows 
will be adorned with lighted “candles on 
Christmas Eve. For the sake of ex- 
ample, we earnestly appeal to. you not 
to carry out this plan. Its general 
practice would turn Christmas into a 
day of mourning in many homes, and 
add to this country’s appalling fire loss, 
which last year claimed 15,000 lives and 
$500,000,000 of property.’’ ° 

At the offices of the American Society 
of Safety Engineers it was said that 
Mr. Muldaur’s appeal was well founded, 
that a lighted candle placed in a win- 
dow near draperies that might be blown 
across the flame was one of the strong- 
est invitations to. disaster, and that the 
President would not knowingly suggest 
the lighting of windows with candles un- 
less he had in mind the use of electric 
bulbs designed as candles. 


HULBERT TAKES OATH. 


Dock Commissioner Prepares for 
New Post as President of Aldermen. 


Dock Commissioner Murray Hulbert, 
President-elect of the Board of Alder- 
men, took the oath of his new office yes- 
terday before Justice Robert F. Wagner 
of the Supreme Court in the Justice’s 
chambers. Accompanying the new Al- 


;dermanic President was Deputy Dock 
Commissioner Michaél Cosgrove. After 
receiving the congratulations of Justice 
Wagner, Mr. Hulbert said: 

‘*T have taken the shortest day in the 
year for getting my ticket sealed, with 
the approval of Justice Wagner, for the 
longest political journey I have ever 
taken-four years in the Board of Al- 
dermen.”’ 

Commissioner Hulbert said he would 
devote the remainder of the week to get- 
ting everything in shape for his suc- 
cessor. John H. Delaney.

Bill to Punish Membership in Blocs 
Offered by New Yorker in the House 


: Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 21.—Participa, 
tion in the farm bloc now so powerful in 
Congress would be punished by fines up 
to $5,000 in each instance under a Dill 
introduced today by Represéntative An- 
sorge of New York, His bill is framed 
along the lines of the Sherman act pre- 
hibiting combinations in restraint of 
trade, and is aimed at all “ blocs, com- 
binations or agreements” of Senators 
and members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives when these combinations are 
founded on special interests or with re- 
spect to geographical location. 

While’ Representative Ansorge specifi- 
cally denied in a statement today that 
he implied eriticism of the farm bloc, 
it 1s perfectly obvious that it is this 
group, as well as others, that he seeks 
to disintegrate. He quoted President 
Harding's recent appeal for. the disso- 
lution of the farm bloc in his state- 
ment. The New York Representative 
said that ‘‘ combinations in réstrafnet of 
legislation are inherently more danger- 
ous to the country than combinations 
in reStraint of trade.’"’ Under his pro- 


posed act, any member of a special bloc 
would be held guilty of a misdemeanor 
and could be tried in the Federal courts. 

‘“‘ Considerable public sentiment has 
developed against the substitution of 
sectional Government for party Govern- 
ment,” said Representative Ansorge. 

‘‘ President Harding focused the at- 
tention of the country upon the subject 
when he declared on Dec. 6, at the open- 
ing of the regular session of Congress, 
that there is ‘vastly greater security, 


immensely more of the national view- 
point, much larger and prompter ac- 
complishment where our divisions are 
along party lines, in the broader and 
loftier sense, than to divide geographi- 
Gall, or according to pursuits, or per- 
sonal following.’ . 

“The bill is not intended to be a 
criticism of the * bloc’ or group which 
controlled much of the legislation at the 
special session. That combination was 
@ natural evolution of prastices which 
have been tolerated for many years 
under Republican and Democratic ad- 
ministrations. The agricultural ‘ bloc 
or group was probably more highly de- 
veloped and more skilfully managed 
than any other ‘ bloc’ in the past. But 
we have just emerged from the world’s 
worst war and in this period of intense 
reconstruction, party and sectional lines 
should disappear, as they did during the 
war. 

‘We all realize that the country can- 
not be prosperous unless the farmer is 

rosperous. But neither can the country 

@ prosperous unless the manufacturer 
is prosperous, and labor employed and 
well paid. Unless the factories operate, 
there is no one to buy the farmer's 
product. If the tax rate mounts beyond 
the point of diminishing return, Uncle 
Sam loses, labor is unemployed and the 


i farmer loses. The framers of the Consti- 


tution saw this when they formed the 
Union, not for section or class, but for 
‘common defense’ and the ‘*‘ general 
welfare’ of all the people. 

“If we are to have ah agricultural 
‘bloc,’ why not a manufacturers’ ‘ bloc,’ 
a consumers’ ‘bloc’ and numerous 
geographical ‘blocs?’ ‘Then legislation 
will not follow platform pledges, but will 
| be the result of dickering and combina- 
{tions between various ‘blocs.’ It will 
be a case of ‘you vote for this and 
we'll vote for that,’ and I shudder to 
think what will happen to our repre- 
sentative form of democracy.”’ 





PAPER MAKERS ASK 
TARIFF PROTECTION 


Complain to Senate Committee 
of Competition From CGer- 
many and Scandinavia. 


PLEA MADE FOR OLD BOOKS 


Duty on Them Called Blow at Civili- 
zation—Other Lines In Industry 
Ask Increases. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Additional 
protection for America’s billion dollar 
paper making industry against competli- 
tion from Germany and the Scandina- 
vian countries was asked of the Senate 
Finance Committee today by the Ameri- 
can Paper and Pulp Association. 
Spokesmen for various branches of the 
industry, except newsprint, gave details 
as to conditions in their lines. Pro- 
ducers of paper wall board alone urged 
that their products be put on the free 
list. 

The tariff framers also heard repre- 
sentatives of book publishers, educa- 
tional organizations, public libraries and 
workmen in the bookbinding and litho- 
graphing trades. Spokesmen for the 
publishers, educational 
and libraries wanted low rates oh books 


in the Inglish language, with foreign 
language books, books in HMnglish over 
twenty years old and text-books ad- 
mitted free., It was argued that knowl- 
edge should have as free a course as 
possible, and that to impose a duty on 
old books was to strike at the very 
heart of scholarship and civilization. 

Representatives of the International 
Brotherhood of Bookbinders, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and the United 
Typothetae of America urged that the 
20 per cent. rate in the Fordney bill 
be Increased to 50 per cent., based on 
foreign valuation. They declared that 
many book publishers in this country 
sent the book plates abroad to have the 
books published and bound in order to 
get the benefit of the cheaper foreign 
Jabor and that Congress should protect 
the American workmen in these lines. 

Spokesmen for the Américan lithog- 
raphers and for the Lithographic EKm- 
ployes’ Association asked that the come 
mittee doublé the rates in the Fordney 
bill on lithographed calendars, pictures, 
cards, labels, flaps, cigar bands and the 
like. They declared that Germany was 
threatening the American industry, add- 
ing that, because of the low value of 
the mark, German lithographing firms 
paid only the equivalent of 2% cents 
American money, for the same amount 
of labor that cost 45 cents in this 
country. 

The committee also was asked to pro- 
tect from German competition a new 
American industfy which grew up dur- 
ing the -war—that of making stereotype 
matrix mats and _ boards. Benjamin 
Wood of New York asked fof a rate of 
26 cents a pound on this product which, 
he said, would be equivalent to 48 per 
cent. ad valorem. The fate proposed in 
the Fordney bill is 28 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

In presenting the case for the Ameri- 
can Paper and Pulp Association, Henry 
W. Stokes of Philadelphia informed the 
committee that there had been a falling 
off in the amount of paper manufactured 
ahd that no small part of the difficulties 
of the manufacturers was the competi- 
tion from manufacturers in Germany 
and Scandinavia, who, because of low 
wages and depreciated currency, were 
able to make paper at a price which 
American producers could not approach. 

‘During the last ten years,’’ he said, 
‘the consumption of paper has stéadily 
grown. New uses for paper containers, 
paper rugs, paper furniture and thé like, 
being found by the public, are calling for 
a constantly increased production of 

aper. In 9120 the production of the 

Inited States mills was 7,334,614 tons. 
Board led with 2,331,449 tons, and nhews- 
print was second with 1,611,888. 

“The increasing imports of paper into 
this country are shown by the report of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce for the ten months ended 
last Oct. 31, showing a total value of 
paper imports of $78,624,701. For the 
same ten months period of 1920, when 
the value of paper pet pound was higher 
than in 1921, the value of the imports 
was $65,876,588, and the imports for the 
corresponding ten months of 1919 were 
$43,485,725."’ 


FAVOR PUBLIC WORKS BILL. 


Spokesmen for Business and Labor 
Support Kenyon’s Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 21.—Unqualified 
approval of the Kenyon bill designed to 
offset future cyclical periods of unem- 
ployment and dépression by advance 
planning of public works, was given to- 


day by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States and the American 
Federation of Labor before a Senate 
committee holding hearings on the meas- 
ure. ° 

Statements from both organizations put 
into the record were to the effect that it 
was a worth while experiment from 
which more and more good results would 
come as the program is worked out. 
The committee also received endorse- 
ment of the principles involved in_ the 
measure, from Sam A. Lewisoh New 
York copper mine owner, and «. Hy, 
Newell, former chief of the Federal 
Reclamation Service. , 
Manufacturers could prevent to a de- 
gree such periods of depression by mak- 
ing adjustments for seasonal employ- 
ment and by a closer study of demand 
for their: product, Clifford B, Connelly 
Commissioner of Labor and Industry_o 
Pennsylvania, told the committee.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Ways 
and Means Committee of the House will

a soldier bonus from a tax on light wines 

}and beer, at héarings to be held soon 
after, the holidays. Secretary Mellon 
had a*cornference today with Chairman 
Fordney of the committee. The consti- 
tutionality and feasibility of such a tax 
are bound to cause much controversy in 
the committee. As soon as it became 
known that the plan would even be con- 
sidered an attack was made upon it on 
the floor of the House by Representative 
A. P. Nelson of Wisconsin. 

‘“‘T don’t believe that ex-service men 
would look with favor upon any plan 
to raise revenue in an outlaw traffio in 
order to meet their legitimate demands 
for adjusted compensation,” he said. ‘To 
attempt to tie thé veterans of the coun- 
try’s battle te the dead body of the 
liquor traffic fs an outrage. No soldier 
wants money coined from blood and 
tears. 

“The Constitution prohibits the manu- 
facture and Sale of intoxicating liquors. 
The kind of beer that is proposed to be 
legalized is, intoxicating liquor, and it is 
in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States. There would be no 
charice to raise a large amount of 
revenue from beer unless there was a 
real kick in it. 

“The friends of prohibition enforce- 
ment are fully apprised of the whole 
plan, and they will present a united 
front against this scheme for nullifying 
prohibition.’’ 

Mr. Nelson said that propaganda 
backed without question by the liquor 
interests was trying to break down 
public opinion favoring prohibition. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.~Many mem- 
bers of Congress are loath to lend their 
support to an adjusted compensation bill 
because they fear that veterans of the 
World War would immediately demand 
the cash bonhusés provided in the bill, 
according to a statement by Robert G.

CONDITIONS IN HAITI 
CALLED SATISFACTORY 
Senator Pomerene Says .Charges 


Against Our Troops Appear 
to Be Exaggerated. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.~Satisfaction 
with condition in Haiti and the Domin- 
ican Republic was expressed today by 
Senator Pomerene, Democrat, of Ohio, a 
member of the special Senate committee 
which visited the republics to investigate 
conditions and which has now treturned 
after spending two weeks there. He 
would not comment, however, on recom- 
mendations Whith the committee will 
embody in its report. Further hearings 
are to be held here, when it is expected 
natives of the two countries will testify. 
The committee will also confer with 
Secretary Hughes in a few days, but the 
Senator did not indicate what subjects 
would be discussed. 

Testimony offered before the commit- 
tee in both countries, he said, was in- 
definite and much of it of a hearsay 
character. There was, however, 
added, one well established case of 
cruelty practiced by a Capain Merkel 
of the Marine Corps in the eastern part 
of the Dominican Republic: The Captain, 
he explained, had ordéfed the killing of 
men without trial in 1918. There was 
considerable delay in the reporting of 
these cruelties, the Senator added, but 
the MiMtary Governor, when advised, 
immediately ordered the arrest of the 
offending officer, who committed suicide 
when takén into custody. The Senator 
related tnstances of barbarous cruelties 
inflicted upon Ameficans by the native 
bandits or cacos, but expressed thé opin- 
ion that reports of atrocities charged 
against Americans were largely éxag-

PRESIDENT CALLS 
ECONOMY MEETING 


Dawes Will Again Meet Heads 
of Departments and Check 
Progress of Reforms. 


NEW REPORTS TO BE MADE 


Seml-Annual Meetings to Go Over 
the, Budget Now Proposed 
by the President.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Another one 
of those meetings at which President 
Harding, General Dawes, Director of the 
Budget, and the heads of all the Govern- 
ment departments discuss the  busi- 
ness organization of the Government, 
will be held during the last part of Jan- 
uary and will be followed by lke meet- 
ings to be held semi-annually, it was 
announced tonight. In announcing that 
the President would call the meeting 
General Dawes gaid Mr. Harding’s pur- 
pose was ‘to personally give instruc- 
tions in connection with his policy of se- 
curing economy in expenditures consist- 
ent with efficiency,’ and to outline the 
method he desired followed in connec- 
tion with deficiency estimates. 

At the coming meeting, which follows 
the first one held June 29, 1921, Gen- 
eral Dawes and his staff will be present 
and General Dawes will present the re- 
sult of the work of the co-ordinating 
boards for the first six months of this 
fiscal year. The co-ordinating boards 
have been engaged in unifying the rou- 
tine business of the Government. The 
expenditures, for the first six months 
of the fiscal year will be ascertained 
and a general comparison between the 
estimates of expenditures presented by 
the heads of departments and the actual 
expenditures will be available. In order 
that department heads may have ready 
the information, the following circular 


was sent out today by Genefal Dawes:

SAYS DEBS’S RELEASE 
WOULD BE ‘DISGRACE’ 


Vice Chairman of American Le- 
gion’s Committee Points to Pro- 
tests Against Such Action.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Announce- 
ment was made tonight by John T. 
Taylor, Vice Chairman of the National 
Legislative Committee of the American 
Legion, that if President Harding carries 
out his reported intention to order the 
release of Eugene V. Debs and others 
convicted of violation of wartime laws, 
he will act in the face of protests from 
the legion. 

When the President began ,considera- 
tion of the cases of Debs and others, said 
Mr. Taylor, vigorous ‘protests against 
their release were sent by Hanford 


MacNider, national commander of the 
legion. Mr. Taylor pointed out that less 
than two months ago the national con- 
vention of the legion adopted a regsolu- 
tion expressing its opposition to the 
‘release of these prisoners. 

In this resolution, Mr. Taylor said, 
there was ‘‘ a solemn protest against the 
mitigation of the sentence of Eugene V. 
Debs or any and all sentences imposed 
on obstructionists to the conscript laws, 
on conscientious objectors, and on vio- 
lators of the laws of the United States 
to protect its peace and security in time 
of peril.’’ 

‘“‘The release of Debs wotild be an 
absolute disgrace,’’ Mr. Taylor declared. 
“It would evidence a falling away from 
the principles for which loyal meén and 
women of the country united during.the 
war,”’ 


OIL EXPORT TAX DUE DEC. 25 


Obregon Denies That Mexico Has 
Extended Time for Payment. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 20 (Associated 
Press).—President Obregon in an in- 
terview today denied the semi-official 
report that the Mexican Government 
had granted an extension of time for the 
payment of oil export duties. The ex- 
tension, he said, referred only to the 
conversations proceeding between the 


Mexican Government, the oil men and 
bankers. x 

The President said that an agreement 
arrived at between the Govetnment and 
the oil interests five months ago pro- 
vided that payment of the oil taxes 
should be made on Dec. 25. This ar- 
rangement has not been modified, and 
the oil men must p on that date 23,- 
000,000 pesos, to which the taxes for 
this period amount. The conversations 
now going on with the oil men, he said, 
might bring about a revision of the 
duties, but these would not*be applicable 
to the payment due this month. 

The President expressed the belief that 
the negotiations with the oil men afid 
bankers would be concluded within a 
month, and possibly by the end of the 
year. He added that the independent 
oil companies had annotinced their will- 
ingness to pay. 

Speaking about other subjects, he said 
that rumors regarding a m sunderstand- 
ing between himself and Brig. Gen. 
Calles, Chief of the Cabinet, were un- 
true, their relations being most cordial.

Senator Watson him- 
self did hot attend the afternoon session. 
Chairman Lrandegee announced that 
lin order to make the investigation as 
sweeping as possible, War Department 
officials would be called to check up 
each alleged case of brutality or mur- 
der. It was again made clear that

ACTOR WON'T GIVE UP , 
DOG WHICH BIT BOY 


Jacques Weinberg, Attacked at 
Conway Tearle’s Home, Is in 
a Serious Condition. 


Whether a dog which, on its owner’s 
property, bites a neighbor’s child may 
be protected by the owner against 
shooting or an examination to deter- 
mine if it has rabies_will have, to be 
settled by the State health authorities 
as the result of action taken by M. 
Weinberg, an importer of 366 Broadway, 
whose boy was bitten by a dog owne 
by Conway Tearle, the actor. 

The Weinbergs live in Chappaqua, N. 
Y., near Tearle’s home. Last Friday, 
while four-year-old Jacques Weinberg 
was passing, Tearle’s cook called the 
boy into the yard to give him an orange, 
and Tearle’s bull terrier Jumped at the 
boy and bit him on the scalp. { 

The boy was treated by Dr. M. M. 
Mills, the town health officer, who was 
asked to have the dog shot so it could 
be examined. He would not do so, The 
boy was then taken to the Babies’ Hos- 
pital, at 135 East Fifty-fifth Street, and 
Dr. Frederick Bartlett asked the State 
Board of Health to have the dog shot 
for examination. State troopers were 
sent to Tearie’s home, but when it was 
found that the boy was on the actor’s: 
property when bitten they refused to 
seize the dog without an order from the 
local Justice of the Peace. This, Mr. 
Weinberg says, he could not obtain. 

At the Babies’ Hospital it was found 
that the boy’s scalp had been so badly 
torn that his condition was critical. The 
physicians there hesitated to give him 
Pasteur treatment in his weakened con- 
dition, unless it were absolutely neces- | 
sary, and appeals were made to Tearle, | 
Mr. Weinberg said, to let the .dog be | 
shot for examination. Tearle would not ; 
consent, but placed the dog with a vet- | 
erinary for observation. So far it has | 
shown no signs of rabies.

WANTS DONNELLY OUSTED 


Lockwood Committee Counsel 


Blames Him for “Brindellism’” 


—Unions Also Warned. 


Following its demand that labor unions 
abrogate arbitrary rules and regulations, 
the Lockwood committee, through its 
chief counsel, Samuel Untermyer, yes- 
terday sent a letter to C. G. Norman, 
Chairman of the Board of Governors of 
the Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
elation, charging that the association 
continued to be ‘‘ the brecding nest for 
unlawful combinations.”’ 

Mr. Untermyer demanded that the em- 
ployers’ organization rid itself of its 
Secretary, Samuel B. Donnelly, who is 
accused of being responsible for ‘‘ Brin- 
dellism '’ among the employers.

‘“*Copies of the memo. are also being 
sent to Mr. Frayne for transmission to 
Mr. Holland, President of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, inasmuch as the same 
demand will be made upon all labor 
unions throughout the State, and to the 
Presidents of the Painters’, Plasterers 
and Bricklayers’ Unions an¢d to Mr. 
Crowley of the Building Trades. Council. 

‘Bad as I find these conditions in 
the labor unions, they are not quite so 
bad or so injurious to the public wel-

I regard this unregenerate at- 
titude on the part of your association 
as due largely to the persistent refusal 
of vour association to get rid of its 
present Secretary, who has known for 
vears of this condition and has not only 
tolerated it, but encouraged it, Jt was 
largely due to him that ‘ Brindellism 
dominated the councils of your associa- 
tion and it will never free itself from 
that taint so long as he continues as the 
power behind the throne to dominate its

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5 YEARS FOR VON JAGOW. | 


Convicted in Kapp Plot. 

LEIPSIC, Dec. 21 (Associated Press).— 
Dr. Traugott von Jagow, former Berlin 
Police Commissioner, was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment today by the 
Federal Supreme Coifrt for the part 
he played in the Kapp revolt of March, 
1920, which temporarily overthrew the 
Ebert Government. His sentence stipu- 
lates detention in a fortress. 

Baron von Wangenheim and Dr. 
Schiele, co-defendants, were acquitted. 

Dr. Traugott von Jagow, just sen- 
tenced for his part in the Kapp rebellion, 
should not be confused with Dr. Gott- 
lieb von Jagow. former German Foreign 
Minister, who figured so prominently in 
German affairs during the _ war. 
Through an error Dr. Gottlieb von 


affair when in reaiity the former Police 
Commissioner was meant. 

The Kapp revolt occurred in March, 
1920, when under the leadership of Wolf- 
gang von Kapp a group of German 
reactionaries temporarily ousted the au- 
thorized Ebert Government from Berlin 
and held the Government buildings there 
for a few days. 

Dr. Traugott von Jagow was Minister 
ef the Interior under the short-lived 
Kapp régime. His trial in the Leipsic 
Supreme Court was concluded last week 
with a request by the public prosecutor 
that a sentence of seven years’ imprison- 
ment be imposed an him. 


DUKE OF ATHOLL’S “ARMY.” 


New Lord Chamberlain Maintains a 


Private Force of 300 Men. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—The Duke’ of 
Atholl, newly appointed Lord Chamber- 
lain, is the only person entitled to main- 
tain a private army in the British Em- 
pire. 

Queen Victoria gave permission in 1845 
to the then reigning Duke to maintain 
three companies of infantry, and there Is 
in existence today an Atholl ‘‘army” 
of 300 men. 

This ‘‘ army ’’ figures chiefly on cere- 
monial occasions at the Duke's great 
house, Blair Castle, Scotland, but many 
of its members fought beside the Duke 
in Gallipoli, where, as a brigadier gen- 
eral, he led the Scottish Horse. 


FUGITIVE SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Frank F. Spurr Fires When About 


to Be Arrested at Middletown. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dee. 21.— 
Frank F. Spurr, 25 years old, alias 
Frank Martin, wanted by Pittsfield, 
Mass., authorities to face trial on a 
eharge of forging a $500 check, shot 
and probably mortally wounded himself 
here today as Detective C. Middle- 
brooks, of Winsted, Conn., was about 
to arrest him. Spurr left Massachusetts 
and his hondsmen withdrew their secur- 
ity.

BOSTON, Dec. 21.—Departmental fric- 
tion inspired the liquor raid made last 
night by Hareld D. Wilson, Prohibition 
Enforcement Agent, on the Quincy 
House while a dinner was being given 
for Governor Cox, it was intimated to- 
day by Elmer C. Potter, Federal Pro- 
hibition Director for New England, who 
was a guest at the dinner. He said the 
liquor was in the hotel room by his au- 
thority. 

A statement made by Governor Cox 
today caused speculation as to whether 
he, too, did not consider the raid due to 
the long-standing feud between Wilson | 
and Potter over office authority. 

‘*T hope that Mr. Wilson felt he was 
performing his duty and had no other 
purpose,’’ said the Governor. He as- 
eerted that he knew nothing of the raid 


until after he had left the hotel for 
home. 


i several clashes with Director 
Potter over their respective authority. 
The liquor seized was in a room on 
the second floor situated, Wilson said, 
only a few feet from the large room in 
= the reception to the Governor was 
eid, 

“The permit under which the iiquor 
was transported to the Quincy House 
bore my authorized rubber stamp signa- 
ture,’’ said Potter. 

Harold kL. Kern, claimant of the 
Whisky and cocktails seized, was held in 
$500 on his own recognizance for appear- 
ance on Dec. 27, when he was ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
Sioner Nelson today on charges of 
illegally possessing and transporting in- 
toxicating liquor. J. J. McCarthy, pro- 
prietor of the Quincy House, was re- 
eased on his own recognizance in $500. 

Wilson, in testifying, eald he had 
taken four full bottles of imported 
Scotch whisky and found four empty 
bottles, the effect of whose contents was 
apparent on some of the guests at the 
dinner for the Governor. There were 
also, he said, twelve carafes of gin 
cocktails and sixteen ‘‘ empties.”’ 

Wilson sald the permit held by Keen 





Jouse. ‘‘ This is a large private dining 
room and does not correspond with my 
idea of a domicile,’ he said. He de- 
clared that he would go on with the 
prosecution of the cases,

Widow Asks for Ancillary Letters 
of Administration to Collect 
New York Assets. 


Details of the terms of settlement in 
Italy of the estate of Enrico Caruso, 
under which half his estate goes to his | 
daughter Gloria and the other half is 
divided equally among his widow, his 
sons, Rodolfo and Enrico Jr. and his 
brother Giovanni, were filed in the Sur- 
rogate’s Court here yesterday when Mrs. 
Caruso: asked for ancillary letters of 
administration. : 

The. estate is to be distributed under 
the Italian law, and the purpose of ap- 
plying for the appointment of Mrs, Ca- 
ruso here, in which all the heirs joined, 
was to enable Mrs. Caruso to take pos- 

_ Session of between $150,000 and $200,000 
of assets in New York State. She will 
apply later for ancillary letters in New 
Jersey to enable her to collect the royal- 
ties duc the estate from the Victor 
Yalking Machine Company, which have 
been estimated at $200,000 a year. 

The translation of the agreement in 
Italy, filed With Mrs. Caruso’s petition 
tg Surrogate Cohalan, on which he is 
expected to act shortly, discloses the 
reverence with which the heirs all re- 
garded the dead singer. It recites that |

‘The pro- 
ceedings here are instituted for the 
mere purpose of having Mrs. Caruso 
appointed an administratrix to collect 
the assets within the State of New 
York, to pay New York creditors, and 
to turn over the surplus to the Italian 
estate to be disposed of according to 
the agreement. 

““At the proper time additional pro- 
ceedings will be instituted in the courts 
of New Jersey for the purpose of having 
Mrs. Caruso appointed administratrix 
within that State to collect the royalties 
on the Victor contract. All the parties 
are in thorough harmony, as is evidenced 
by the -fact that the appointment of 
Mrs. Caruso is asked not only by her- 
self but by all the other interested 
parties, Mr. Giovanni Caruso joining in 
gerean.

the Army, Navy and Civilian Board of 

Boxing Control upon which’ had been 
written a paragraph favoring its _re- 
vival and perpetuation. This President 
Harding gave his signed approval, as did 
also Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy; 
James W. Wadsworth, and other Federal 
officials and legislators. 

While in Wasnington President Borg- 
lum discussed the club’s plans with Colo- 
nel- Marshall, aide to General Pershing, 
as representative of the War Depart- 
ment, and with Colonel Roosevelt, as 
representative of the Navy Department. 
Both of these branches of the country s 
service assured the I. S. C. leader of 
their support and co-operation in his 
plan for reviving the Army, Navy and 
Civilian Board of boxing Control. Both 
the War and Navy Departments sent 
representatives to the luncheon in the 
Bankers’ Club yesterday. 

General Coleman du Pont, a vice Pres- 
ident of the I. S. C., who is one of the 
oldest members of the club, and who is 
associated with the Army,. Navy and 
Civilian Board of Boxing Control, has 
agreed to lift the I. S. C. out of its 
present financial difficulties, and to as- 
sist in a financial and advisory way in 
the re-establishment of the club. Presi- 
dent Borglum, in disclosing this-deve lop- 
ment, divulged also the names of in- 
fluential men in the financial district 
whose aid has been enlisted in the club’s 
revival campaign.

AN AMBIGUOUS TREATY. 


There is no need to dwell upon the 
unfortunate misunderstanding between 
the President and the American dele- 
gates at the Washington conference 
about the real meaning of the Four- 
Power Treaty. Mr. HARDING retreated 
as gracefully as possible from the posi- 


tion which he had at first taken, but |

The foreign delegates 
were naturally dazed for a time at the 
apparent divergence between’ the 
President and his own agents. They 
had signed a treaty in his name of 
the purport of which he was ignorant! 
That certainly looked like a diplomatic 
blunder of the first magnitude. If an 
incompetent Democratic Administra- 
tion had been guilty of such 
awkward step, right under the eyes of 
the foreign representatives, we know 
what eyes the horror-stricken Repub- 
licans would have rolled to heaven.

Johnson Says Hardships Will Be 
Relieved Regardless of Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Immigration 
cases which would involve extreme harl- 
ship if deportation was resorted to 
where quotas of different countries have 
been exceeded under the 3 per cent. 
limitation law will be taken care of by 
resort to temporary admission under 
bond, in the opinion of Chairman John- 
son of the House Immigration Commit- 
tee. Mr. Johnson said tonight that al- 
though he had been unable to have his 
resolution which woul cutkorize svch 
a@ course, taken up immediately, he had 
rexzson to believe that such steps would 
be taken at once. 

‘““We are not going to deport imme- 
diately cases Which involve ov-treme 
hardship,’”” he said. Some fifty or 
seventy-five Armenians and Ass. ‘rians 
held at Boston because of excess quotas, 
he added, would probably be admitted 
under bond and similar action would be 
taken in the case of many of the 1,100 
held at Ellis Island. In the latter case 
Mr. Johnson said congestion would be 
greatly relieved, as many steamers 
which were delayed by storms were now 
about to reach New York.

by the family, had found Mrs. Raizen 
to have been insane when she shot Dr. | 
Glickstein, and insane also when she | 


was examined in the Raymond Street! 
Jail. } 


*‘The report was general,”” Mr. Levy | 


said. ‘‘ I expect a more detailed report | 
later.”’ | 


Mr. Levy called on District Attorney | 
Lewis, but nelther he nor the prosecutor | 
would admit they discussed the findings | 
of the alienists. Mr. Lewis had said 


that if tne woman was found to be in- 
sane, he would ask the court to commit 
her to a State hospital for the criminal 
insane. 

The specialists in studying the case 
examined many letters written by Mrs. 
Raizen between the time of her mar- 
riage last May to Charles S, Raizen, a 
Brooklyn toy manufacturer, and the 
murder.

women who had hard experiences in 
their youth to boys and girls who are 
going through hard experiences. These 
are a few of the great variety of 
special causes for sympathy which have 
inspired gifts for specific cases. 

Only a few days remain before VUurist- 
maa. Gifts for the neediest are assur- 
ances for them of a year’s relief from 
want and of shelter and, when neces- 
sary, medical treatment and care. Still, 
they are Christmas gifts. They will 
make Christmas happier in these homes 
than it possibly could be in homes al- 
ready happy. They come to the families 
aa presents from Santa Claus, not as 
charity given as a public duty to public 
burdens.

The American liner Manchuria arrived 
vesterday from Hamburg with 182 cabin 
and 108 third-class passengers. Captain 
Adrian Zeeder said that the new 56,000- 
ton White Star liner Homeric had ar- 
rived in Hamburg from Danzig and 
would have some of her fittings put In 
before crossing to Southampton. 

The Manchuria had several hundred 
cages filled with Hartz Mountain cana- 
ries on her ‘tween decks and they all 
arrived in good condition and sang mer- 
rily as the customs officials inspected 
them. 

One of the cabin passengers was B. F. 
Fuller, foreign representative of the 
Dairymen'’s League, who returned from 
a business trip through Europe. He 
‘said that branches of the organization 
had been established all over Europe to 
take care of all the surplus milk and to 
stabilize the price of milk to the farm- 
ers of the United States. America would 
hereafter be a great competitor with the 

rying countries of Europe, he said.

Word was sent to Captain Everett Ed- 
wards, who was the first to see the 
whale yesterday and whose father,

the country. The Captain still bas his 
father’s old whaling boat and he hastily 
organized a whaling crew consisting of 
his brother, Samuel Edwards, Harry 
Conklin, James Douglas and Wines 
Hulse.

The start was made from Amagansett 
at 11:30, and at 2:30 the whaler’s slogan 
““Thar she blows’’ resounded. They 
speeded toward the whale, which 
“blew” again, submerged and disap- 
peared. Both the power boat and the 
whale boat carried the latest whale 
hunting ‘device, known as a ‘‘ bomb 
lance gun,”’ which discharges a bomb 
about three inches in diameter that 
explodes when {ft strikes, but the whalers 
did not get near enough for a shot. 

A half hour later the whale appeared 
half q@ mile from the spot where it had 
been seen the first time. Once again 
the speedy power bout was sent in the 
direction of the whale, with the whale 
boat in tow, but again the whale, after 
giving three ‘ blows,’’ ducked. 

“I wish that thing would decide to 
take four blows," declared Captain Ed- 
wards, ‘‘ then we would have a chance 


to take a shot at him. He doesn’t give} 


us time enough to get a line on him 
before he gives us the slip. But we'll 
get him, boys. Just keep after him.” 

The whale came up again, not over 500 
yards from the two boats. He was 
painly visible for two minutes, but as 
the power boat was headed in the op- 
posite direction and it was necessary to 
make a circle, the whale once more 
vanished before the whalers were set 
for action. e 

The boats crulsed about for fifteen 
minutes longer, and when the men on 
watch did not get another glimpse of 
the whale Captain Edwards decided to

A deed to North Oaks Farm, $1,000,000 
country home founded by the ‘* Empire 
Buijder’’ north of St. Paul, near Bass 
Lake, was also filed by Mr..

His ownership of this property, trans- 
ferred to him by his mother In Jan-

YEAR’S DECREASE 5,057,000 


Lack of Foreign Buying Caused 
Mills to Close and Forced 
Prices Below Cost. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—World pro- 
duction of commercial cotton for 1921-22 
was placed at 15,593,000 bales by the 
Department of Agriculture in a report 
made public tonight. This is the small- 
est crop since 1900, the report stated. 
The 1920 production was 20,650,000 bales. 

Two of the most important cotton pro- 
ducing countries, the United States and 
Egypt, suffered crop ‘ disasters’’ dur- 
ing the year, the report said, bearing 
only 61.4 per cent. of their total crop of 
last year, or 5,667,000 bales less than 
The cotton crop 
in China, South America, Mexico a 
other countries, while said to be not 


smaller than usual, Russia, which im- 
mediately before the war preduced 
around 1,500,000 bales annually. has 
practically ceased to grow crops, the re- 
port set forth. 

Prices for cotton in the United States 








were forced below production costs last 
year, the report explained, because of 
the shutting down of spinning and weav- 
ing establishments in the principal man- 
ufacturing countries. Reduced consump- 
tion, caused by the inability of Russia, 
Turkey and many other countries in 
Kurope and throughout the world to buy 
cotton cloth since the war, resulted in 
the closing of mills all over the world. 

American farmers, confronted with a 
large carry-over last Spring, voluntarily 
reduced their acreage, and the yield 
was further reduced because ‘‘ compara- 
tively little fertilizer was used and be- 
cause of boll weevil ravages over prac- 


| tically the entire belt.”’

PROTEST NEW SURTAXES. 


1922 Rate Hits Individuals Harder 
Than Firms, Analysis Shows. 


In an analysis of the new revenue law 
The Index, published by the New York 
Trust Company, says: 

“The excess profits taxes of prior 
years constituted what was in effect a 
discrimination against the moderately 
capitalized, conservatively managed cor- 
poration. In the 1921 act the situation 
is reversed, glaring inequalities of taxa- 
tion existing as between the corporate 
form of organization and individuals,

OUR SALES GAIN ABROAD. 


Increase In Practically Every Im- 
portant Commodity Is Shown. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—An analysis 

of official export atatistics on the basis 
of quantitiés will show that the United 
States has made considerable gains in 
sales abroad of practically every impor- 
tafit commodity, yy, to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States. 

Of twenty exports, the chambcr said 
in a statement issued today, ‘ fifteen 
registered increases ranging from 438 to 
5,210 per cent. in poundage ’’ in the first 
nine months of 1921, as compared with 
a similar period last year. The remain- 
ing five commodities, the statement 
said, showed losses of from 5 to 32 per 
cent.

COTTON, AFTER GAIN, 
CLOSES ABOUT EVEN 


| December Rises 65 Points, Car- 
rying List With It, but All 
Finally Slump. 


Belated covering of December con- 
tracts stimulated cotton for a while yes- 
.terday, but final prices generally were 
unchanged for the day. Liverpool lost 
ground and a weakening stock market 
brought more or less pressure. Several 
houses appeared to have January con- 
tracts to supply orders in that position, 
and realizing before notice day, Friday, 
offset purchases. December rose 65 
points while foreign buying was in prog- 
ress, dragging up the remainder of the 
list. All positions slumped near the 
close, leaving quotations 8 points higher 
to 6 points lower than Tuesday. 

Trading quieted down materially dur- 
ing the morning. Rush of covering in 
January seemed to have subsided with 
the advance above 1814 cents on Tuesday, 
and it became the turn of holders in that 
position to liquidate rather than to run 


the risk of getting notices. When it be- 
came evident last week that interests 
having hedges outstanding in January 
were uneasy a trailing long interest was 
built up in that month. n the theory 
that January would advance 
March, many operators bought January 
and sold March, while differences were 
only a few points. When demand for 
January diminished holders were left to 
sell out. Constant selling of January 
led the early trading. With Liverpool 
meeting the New York decline and clos- 
ing at the low prices of the session, 
pressure on New York brought a de- 
cline. After holding around 18.10, March 
broke through 18 cents, touching 17.93, 
with May at 17.55. This brought a re- 
adjustment of market interest and a re- 
action set in. January sold only 10 points 
jabove March during the decline. Outside 
orders in distant positions cut down dis- 
counts. 

December advanced premium 
throughout the morning. Trading in 
that month expires at noon today and 
demand reyealed considerable short in- 
terest still uncovered. December sud- 
denly advanced under arbitrage buying 
until it sold 50 points above January for 
| the first time this month. This strength- 
ened the entire list. Spot houses hold 
control of December, making it difficult 
to buy any contracts without bidding up 
prices. With December out of the way, 
attention is being turned to January. 
With cotton still going out of New York, 
many are wondering whether strong in- 
terest controls January, as proved to be 
the case of December. Large percentage 
of hedges are taken in before an active 
position becomes a spot month, but 
there is always a short interest remain- 
ae after notice day.

Outside Shop Contracts. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—Seeking to justify 
the leasing og the Erie Railroad shops 
at Hornell, N. Y., to the Hornell Con: 


struction and Repair Company, counsel 
for the road spent nearly half a day to- 
day reading contracts between the rail- 
road and the company before the United 
States Railroad Labor Board. The car- 
rier was summoned as defendant in a 
| dispute filed by the shop crafts unions, 
who contend ‘that the shop was leased 
to remove shop workers fram the juris- 
diction of the Transportation aet and 
the Labor Board. 

HL A. Taylor, general solicitor, and 
M. B. Follensby, attorney for the Erie 
declared that the work was contracted 
in legal manner and that all repair work 
was now done by and under superviison 
of the construction company. 

Frank P. Walsh, counsel for the 
unions, read several statements at- 
tributed to Erie officials in conference 
with union men, in which the officials 
were quoted as saying that seniority 
and other rules would be maintained for 
old Erie employes who entered the em- 
ploy of the construction company. One 
official was quoted as saying that in 
case of a strike the appeal weuld lie in 
the general manager of the Erie. 

Mr. Walsh sought to establish by th@se 
statements that the employes were still, 
in fact, working for the Erie, though 
nominally in ‘the employ of the con- 
struction company. Erie representatives 
declared the officials mentioned had no 
authority to speak for the company. 

Both sides were given until Jan. 10 to 
file complete briefs on their arguments, 
and the board took the case under ad- 
visement,

~ DECLINE FOR WEEK 


American Railroad Association 
742,926, Compared 
With 747,454 in Previous Week 


' GRAIN PRODUCTS INCREASE 


Merchandise and Miscellaneous 


Frelght Shipments Decrease— 
More Coal Moving. 


The railroads reported a decrease of 
4,528 cars in the number of loadings of 
revenue freight for the week ended Dec. 
10. The total, according to a compilation 
of the Car Service Division of the Amer- 
ican Railroad Association, was 742,926 
cars, compared with 747,454 cars in the 
previous week. The total represented a 
decrease of 95,027 cars, compared with 
the corresponding week of last year, 
and-19,014 cars less than in the same 
week of 1919. 

Small increases were reported in the 
loading of all commodities during the 
week, compared with the week before, 
except merchandise and miscellaneous 
freight. which includes manufactured 
products. Loading of this last named 
class of freight totaled 461,741 cars, com- 
pared with 470,914 the week before, or a 
reduction of 9,173. It was, however, an 
increase of 3,500 over the total for the 
corresponding week in 1920, but 18,000 
cars less than were loaded during the 
game week in 1919. 

‘* Loading of grain and grain products 
amounted to 48,680 cars,'’ says the re- 
port, or ‘1,453 cars more than were 
loaded during the preceding week and 
12,955 cars more than were loaded dur- 
ing the same week last year. It also 
was an increase of 11,551 cars over the 
corresponding week in 1919.

Corrective Policy Outlined. 


at Bank of Montreal Annual

Sir Vincent Meredith, the President, Deals With the Manner in 
Which Canada Has Withstood Shock of Deflation and Read- 


justment—Railway Problem 


Must Have Attention—Necessity | 


of Vigorous Policy of Immigration Strongly Urged. 


Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, the General Manager, in Report to 
Shareholders, Pointed Out That Even After a Difficult Year 
the Position of the Bank Was Stronger Than Ever—Canada 
Must Turn Experience of the Past to the Advantage of the 


Future. 


A survey of the general conditions in 
the Dominion of Canada and an outline 
of the best policies that should be fol- 
lowed to meet the problems that have 
arisen out of the deflation period were 
submitted to the shareholders of the 
Bank of Montreal at the annual meeting 
in the addresses of Sir Vincent Meredith, 
Bart., President, and Sir Frederick Wil- 
liams-Taylor, the General Manager. 


Sir Vincent in his address pointed out 
that the year just closed had been one of 
unremitting anxiety, entailing constant 
attention to the importance of the rail- 
way situation, owing to its intimate re- 
lationship to public finances, and pointed 
out that he could look for no improve- 
ment in the conditions so long as rail- 
ways continued -under public—that is, 

olitical—ownership and oparetinn:. ach 
Jincent strongly urged an aggressive 
policy of immigration and took the view 
that no effort should be spared to turn 
a steady stream to this country from 
Great Britain, ‘in order that the vast 
uncultivated arable territory may be 
populated and made productive. 


Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, the 
General Manager, in his report to share- 
holders, drew attention to the fact that 
the Bank had come through a difficult 
year in a stronger position than ever, 
with ample liquid assets to meet any 
contingency. Sir Frederick also dealt 
with the general situation in Canada 
to-day and pointed out that aside from 
the cost of’war Canada must pay the 
penalty of having mortgaged its future 
in the building of superfluous railways 
and other extravagances. Canadian re- 
sources that had remained intact, added 
Sir Frederick, are the manhood of the 
Dominion and the industry and ambi- 
tion of our citizens. In these respects 
Canada is still rich and it behooved to 
turn the experience of the past to the 
advantage of the future. Dealing with 
the banking situation, Sir Frederick 
pointed out that banks in Canada 
generally had been fortunate when 
compared with those of other countries. 
While banks had made losses, no dis- 
aster had developed. 


The addresses of the heads of the 
leading bank were very favorably re- 
ceived in banking and commercial 
circles, as serving as a guide for the 
policy that should be followed out in 
the Dominion during the coming year. 


Conditions in Canada. 


In dealing with conditions in Canada 
and the manner in which many of the 
difficulties might be overcome, Sir 
Vincent said:— 

“In the most propitious circum- 
stances of trade, prophecy is rash, and 
in the complicate conditions that now 
beset us I will refrain from the risk of 
forecast. What we do know is that 
Canada has withstood the shock of 
deflation and readjustment in a manner 
which has afforded gratification to our 
own people and has caused much favor- 
able comment abroad, but a return to 
pre-war standards cannot be expected 
at once and probably not for a consider- 
able time to come. 


“The position is still full of diffi- 
culties and the way to sustained im- 


a“ 


rovement is not yet clear. While there! 

as been a revival in some lines of ; 
business, in others deflation has not yet | 
run its course and stocks are being car- |! 
ried which possibly may have to be written 
down to lower replacement values. 


“The revival now being experienced, | 
possibly based upon a demand in con- 
sequence of depleted stocks, has given a 
temporary spurt to buying. In any 
event, I look for a period of rises and 
falls as demand excceds supply, 
otherwise. 


“A return to normality will be 
hastened if and when labor realizes that | 
war deflation wages cannot be continued | 
and that the changed conditions neces- | 
sitate more efficiency and greater pro-| 
duction if we are to compete success- 
fully in the world’s markets. Increased 
production will without doubt be fol- 
lowed by a lowering of prices, larger 
consumption and fuller employment.”

General Manager’s Address. 


Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, the 
General Manager, in his address to 
the shareholders, referred more par- 
ticularly to the affairs of the Bank and 
the manner in which the various devel- 
opments of the year had been met. 


Sir Frederick also touched interest- 
ingly on the relations between the United 
States and Canada and the large dis- 
count at which the Canadian dollar 
was still quoted. In this connection, 
Sir Frederick said:— 


“The premium on New York funds 
is still with us, with little prospect of 
departure in the near future. The 
rate is 87% p.c. to-day, as compared 
with 15 p.c¢. on the 5th December, 
1920. The fact that Canadians have 
become accustomed to the penalty of 
doing business abroad with an in- 
ferior domestic dollar does not alter 
the fact that Canada is at a very serious 
disadvantage indeed in its monetary 
dealings with the United States of 
America. 


“I shall not go into the matter, as 
it has been dealt with in my previous 
reports, except to say that the premium 
on New York funds will not disappear 
until we buy many millions less of goods 
and materials abroad or increase our 
exports. 


“The premium would have been 
higher had it not been that Canada, 
as stated elsewhere, has borrowed in 
the United States this year $144,000,000, 
which sum, as far as exchange is con- 
cerned, must be added to our exports or 
deducted from our imports. 


“Every Canadian should understand, 
however, that this is merely alleviation, 
not cure. Economically, it would be 
far better that we should borrow within 
our own borders. By borrowing abroad 
we add steadily to the already great sum 
of interest on our foreign obligations 
annually sent out of the country, the; 
capital amount aggregating nearly 
£3,500,000,000. Canada sti!l maintains 
its excellent credit position in the New 
York market, and no difficulty has 
been experienced in floating such loans 
as have been offered.”

Through J. C. Murray, receiver and 
|General Manager of the road, the propo- 
sition was made to cut wages 25 per 


cent. below the present scalé set by the 
board, to resume operations and if, after 
operating expenses, taxes and interest 
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are paid, there is any surplus, it is to be 
divided among the employes up to the 


existing scale of wages on other roads. 

The road, which runs 368 miles from 
Joplin, Mo., to Galena, Ark., suspended 
operation July 31, 1921. The reduced 
wage proposition was made to represen- 
tatives of allt railroad unions having 
membership on the road some time ago, 
but at final conferences Oct. 10 the 
road’s proposition was turned down. 

Mr. Murray brought the road’s diffi- 
culties to the board following the failure 
to reach an agreement with his former 
employes. As an alternative, he asks 
that he be allowed to operate an open 
shop.
